or Four Centuries.

St. Valentine's day falls on next 
Saturday and the exchange of pretty 
missives, pictures and other gifts of 
similar kinds will be made on this 
day in observance of an old custom 
that 'is almost as general as the ob­ 
servance of Christmas. 


The day has no particular reli­ 
gious significance. 
Such as it has 
is understood by very few of the 
people who exchange fancy cards or 
grotesque cartoons as one way of 
remembering the day. 


The custom arose three or four 
centuries ago, according to the le­ 
gend, when old St. Valentine, a kind­ 
ly anchorite, lived in a very 
lonely 
cave some place in England. 
The 
hermit’s piety became a byword and 
many persons sought him out in his 
lonesome retreat to obtain temporal 
and spiritual guidance. 


To each of these guests he gave 
little pictures, poorly designed and 
rudely executed, but inexpensive, as 
momentoes of their visits. 
This the 
observance of the day is said to be 
started. 


The continuance of the 
day, 
in 
sentiment, at least, is beautiful as a 
whole, but a few years ago the day 
was disgraced by the sardonic in­ 
genuity of alleged artists who foist­ 
ed upon the people as 
“valentines” 
whole millions of cartoons, illustra­ 
tive of about every abnormal person 
that the human mind could conceive. 
Each year has seen new creations 
until, at last, it 
seems 
impossible, 
that from year to year anything new 
in design can he created. 
Most of 
these cartoons are villianously ugly 
and few of them serve any purpose 
other 
than 
being 
a 
vehicle 
for 
wounding the feeling of some sensi­ 
tive persons, the meanship shielding 
the evildoer. 


In the last few years this type of 
valentine has been growing rarer.

There is enoug h for both, and for 
our nation. 


Thursday is the day of Lincoln. 
And he fills the stag e, g rowing from 
humblest birth to hig hest place, to 
marty red 
death 
and 
wTorld-wide 
fame. So will he g o on g rowing , 
throug h all the centuries that are to 
come, as an inspriation and a hope 
for all mankind. 
That is, if we keep the Lincoln as 
he was— if we stand faithful at the 
sepulchre of this crucified one and 
see that no fa lse spirit issues forth 
in his stead. 
In the adulation that is being g iv en 
Lincoln in these later da y s there is 
dang er of his being taken from ns as 
the human man that he was and dei­ 
fied into the unknowable. 
Thus h a s the world been robbed of 
the real Achilles, the real Caesar, the 
real Washing ton, who hav e passed 
from human semblance to fanciful 
shadows. 
Let us not thus he robbed of the 
plain Abe Lincoln. Let us keep the 
man a s he was— a man— one of the 
noblest of earth, and, as such, one of 
the most precious possessions of a 
people. 
The unfortunate Hector is, a fter 
all, the hero o f the Iliad, and not the 
inv ulerablc Achilles; and by our pop­ 
ular p ro c e ss o f x eliminating all hu­ 
man weaknesses from our g reat men 
we destroy them a s h ero es we can 
emulate and ex amples we can com­ 
prehend. 
Look at Abe Lincoln’s fa ce. Na­ 
ture nev er g av e that fa ce as any in­ 
dication of a character to be senti­ 
mentally etherialized. His habits of 
life molded its lines in steel. One may 
control one’s v oice and discipline 


o n e ’s manner, but tin* fa ce is bey ond 
command. Day and nig ht, waking 
and sleeping , one’s character is being 
traced there to be read by all who 
care to read. 
And as we must hold to the sad, 
rug g ed, hoinelv , intensely -human face 
of Lincoln, and lov e it for what it is, 
so let us hold to him, too, just as he 
was— the g randest, most really hu­ 
man fig ure looming up in our history 
a s a nation. 


With all his a w ka r d n c s s of fig ure,

Born of the poor whites of a slav e 
sta te, and inheriting the hatred held 
by his cla ss for the neg ro, his hand 
freed the millions of black slav es. 
A self-m ade man with sca rcely 
one winter’s schooling from bo o ks, 
lie contributed some of the finest 
g ems of* the world’s literature, un­ 
surpassed in all the cla ssic s 
for 
depth and limpidity of sentiment. 
The man who could open a cabinet 
meeting , called to discuss the eman­ 
cipation proclamation, 
by 
reading 
Artemus Ward, was the same man 
who could g uide, with clean 
mind 
and iron hand, the diplomacy 
that 
kept off fa ta l interference of Europe 
while conducting at home the most 
horrible of 
civ il 
wars 
that 
ev er 
afflicted a people. 
He reached with ease the hig hest 
hu m an lev els, an d o n the field o f 
bat­ 


tle he left a 
record 
of 
eloquence 
nev er attained by human lips before. 
But let us not forg et that he was 
human. 
Master in mind and 
body 
and 
spirit—y es; 
but only a man. 
In his brain the eag les of inspira­ 
tion had their ey rie. 
In his heart nested infinite lov e 
for all the oppressed of his time. 
In his soul was a pure spring of 
promise for all humanity .

It was the Roberts ex pana- 
tion and 
said the 
charg es 
were 
“ fa lse 
and 
malicious,” 
procured 
by the traction company , it’s lawy ers 
and- hireling s, for the purpose of 
thwarting the7 admininstration and 
prev enting the g rowth of the city .” 


With this in mind, the council 
started a war on the traction com­ 
pany . 
The 
board 
of works 
was 
ordered to open Cherry street, be­ 
tween Eig ht and Ninth streets, which 
is owned by the traction company . 
The city claims that the street was 
g iv en to the company two y ears ag o 
on the ex press promise that the com­ 
pany would build a $100,000 ter­ 
minal. 


“ They hav en’t built the terminal 
and nev er intend to,” declared City 
Attorney Batt. 


Two traction o fficials had a run- 
in with the Roberts administration 
ov er the tearing up of city stre e ts 
without special permission from the 
street department.

LECTURE AND ACTUAL WORK 


Taught to 
Make 
Fireless Cooker 


Without Expensive Materials 


Lesson in Carving 


(B y United Press.) 
Manhattan, 
Kan.. 
Feb. 
10-—A 
class in cooking, for hoys, is being 
taught at iln* Kansas Agricultural 
College. The class is open to all boys, 
; in the school, hut most of these in 
| the class arc students in civil engin­ 
eering and in the school of agricul­ 
ture. They arc the ones to whom 
sueh work will he of the most value. 
Fourteen young men are enrolled 
id the class and are learning the 
“ how” and “ why” of simple meals. 
Several times b o y s have taken work 
in the regular classes in cooking a s 
offered in the home economics course 
blit there never before h a s been a 
special class for them. The young 
men 
appreciate 
their 
opportunity 
and are very much in earnest in their 
work. 
/The course a s outlined is practical. 
The first work is on beverages. They 
are taught the making of good tea, 
coffee, and lemonade. With every­ 
thing studied during the term, a 
short lecture is given u p o n 
the nut­ 
ritive value of the food in question 
and upon the simplest and best me­ 
thods of preparation. The bovs learn 
that cereals need plenty of cooking 
in order to bring out their full nutri­ 
tive value and make them easily di­ 
gestible. Vegetables come next and 
they learn 
to avoid duplications, 
such as rice and potatoes at the 
same meal, since both are starchy 
foods. After the lectures they get the 
actual work of cooking the different 
vegetables and meats. Under the 
study of meats they prepare pan- 
broiled steaks, roasts, brown stews, 
minced meat on toast, creamed dried 
beef, chops and veal cutlets.

The boys learn 
that cereals need plenty of cooking 
in order to bring out their full nutri- 
tive value and make them easily di- 
gestible.

foods. Alter the lectures they get the 
actual work of cooking the different 
vegetables and meats. Under the 
study of meals they prepare pan- 
broiled steaks, roast?, brown stews, 
minced meat on toast, creamed dried 
beef, chops and veal cutlets.
